A HAUNTED SHIP—A TUI E STORY—AS FAR AS IT OOES. 
«V Wa s h i n g t o n i r v i n o . 
T h e world abounds with ghost-stories, hut it is ex­ 
ceedingly difficult to get them at first hand—-that is to 
say, from persons who have actually seen the ghosts : 
this may be the reason why they have fallen into some 
discredit with the dubious. 
I once, how ever, heard a 
story o f the kind from one w ho cam e within an ace of 
being an eye-w itness, and who believed in it most hon­ 
estly. 
H e was a worthy captain o f the sea— a native 
either ol Nantucket or ¡Martha’s Vineyard, I forget 
which— at any rate, oi a place noted for its breed o f 
hardy mariners.

had been rifled— the decks fore and aft were covered 
with blood— the shrouds and 
rigging were smeared 
with the sam e, as if sòm e wretched beings bud been 
massacred as they clung to them.

the ship had been plundered by pirates, and, to all ap­ 
pearance, the crew had been murdered and thrown 
overboard.

A t night there would

bales tum bled about, and b oxes broken open ; and 
som etim es it seem ed as if all the ballast w as at lifted 
from side to side. 
A ll this w as beard with dism ay by 
the sailors ; 
and even the captain’s b rother-in -law , 
w ho appears to have been a very sagacious m an, w as 
exceedin gly troubled at it.
